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SARATOGA SPRINGS CONFERENCE 


THE FortTieETH CONFERENCE of the Amer- 
ican Library Association will be held at 
Saratoga Springs, New York, from Monday 
to Saturday, July 1-6, 1918. Headquarters 
will be at the Grand Union Hotel (1200 
rooms, rates, $5, $6 and $7 per day, Ameri- 
can plan). Numerous smaller and less ex- 
pensive hotels will be available; names and 
rates will be announced in the May Bulle- 
tin and in the library periodicals. Direc- 
tions will then be given for making reser- 
vations. 

THE PROGRAM 

The theme of the program will naturally 
be the war and what libraries and libra- 
rians are doing and can do to help win it. 
Five general sessions will be held, the first 
Monday evening, July 1, at which Presi- 
dent Montgomery will deliver the Presi- 
dent’s address. An informal reception will 
follow. At the second session, on the 
morning of July 2, the War Service com- 
mittee will present a comprehensive re- 
port of the war work. The third session, 
on the morning of July 3, will take the 
form of a symposium on “What our library 
is doing to help win the war,” with short 
contributions from five or six representa- 
tives of different types of libraries, with 
the “meeting then thrown open.” The 
president is planning for a patriotic pro- 
gram on the afternoon of the Fourth, with 
perhaps an oration by a man of national 
prominence, and other features. Friday’s 
session will bring addresses on the spirit 
of the war literature and the future of 
American libraries. The general sessions 
will be held in the commodious Conven- 
tion Auditorium, a few steps from the 
Grand Union. 

The various sections, affiliated societies 
and round tables will all hold sessions, ac- 
cording to present expectations. The war 
will be their principal theme. - 

The Agricultural Libraries Section will 
discuss the general subject of libraries and 
war service in connection with food con- 
servation and production. The Catalog 


Section will have a paper on the work 
of the war work indexers and catalog- 
ers in Washington and how catalogers 
can help. The theme of the Children’s 
Librarians’ Section will be “The children 
of a nation at war.” The Professional 
Training Section will have a paper on 
the reactions of the war upon library 
training, and another on a couple of ex- 
periments being tried out this winter in 
secondary training in library work. 

The National Association of State Libra- 
ries and the American Association of Law 
Libraries will hold a joint session and one 
or two independent sessions each. “The 
work of state libraries in war time,” “Col- 
lecting and cataloging official war docu- 
ments,” and “Recent changes in state li- 
brary laws,” are some of the papers on the 
program of the former association. 

The Government Documents Round Ta- 
ble is to have a paper on “Government 
documents relating to the war.” The 
Round Table of the Libraries of Religion 
and Theology will discuss the war and the 
mission field, and the effect of the war on 
theological literature and theological semi- 
naries. 

The camp librarians will hold a round 
table to thresh out solutions for some of 
the camp library problems. 

The other sections and affiliated societies 
have not yet announced their programs 
but are working on them. 

Saturday, July 6, will be observed as 
“New York State Library Day,” and the 
Association will be guests of the New 
York State Library at Albany, stopping off 
there for the day on the way home. A 
morning program commemorating the one- 
hundredth anniversary of the founding of 
that library, a luncheon tendered by the 
library, and tours of the Education Build- 
ing in the afternoon will be features of the 
day, concluding in ample time for evening 
trains and the New York boat. 

Further particulars of the program will 
be printed in the May Bulletin. 
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TRAVEL ANNOUNCEMENT 


Saratoga Springs is thirty-nine miles 
north of Albany, N. Y., on the Delaware 
and Hudson railroad. It is easily reached 
by train from all parts of the United States 
and Canada. There is little prospect of 
any special rates being granted for the 
Conference, or of being able to secure a 
fare that will be much, if any, less than 
twice the one-way rate, plus the eight per 
cent war tax. Still the fares from New 
England, the middle states, and the mid- 
dle west, will be found quite reasonable, 
and as far as can now be predicted the 
summer service will be about as in former 
years. Probably no special train service 
will be allowed, though the Travel commit- 
tee hopes to secure certain concessions, 
such as a special section of train from Chi- 
cago and Pullmans from Boston. Pullman 
reservations will be made for party use, 
and this year the war tax of ten per cent 
on seats, or berths, must be added to the 
usual rates.

New York Party 


Mr. C. H. Brown of the Brooklyn Pub 
lic Library (26 Brevoort Place, Brooklyn) 
will have charge of the New York special 
party, and the plan is to leave New York 
City Sunday night, June 30, at about 6:30 
o’clock, by the Albany night boat, transfer- 
ring from boat to train for Saratoga at 
the dock in Albany. Due to arrive at Sara- 
toga about 8:30 a.m., Monday, July 1. 


Fare from New York to Saratoga on the 
night boat is $3.43 one way (round trip 
$6.59), but by use of a ten-party ticket, 
can be reduced to $3.10. 


Staterooms (accommodating two per- 
sons) are $1.50 and up; or 75 cents and 
up for each person, plus ten per cent war 
tax. 

Inasmuch as travel is very heavy at the 
time of the Conference, and as this year’s 
travel accommodations may be less than 
formerly, reservations should be made for 
stateroom berths on the boat not later than 
June 10, and as much earlier as possible. 
Make reservations through Mr. C. H. 
Brown, remitting to him one-half the price 
of stateroom ticket (plus tax of ten per 
cent) and also the amount of party ticket. 


Those attending from points which 
would bring them through New York City 
are cordially invited to join the New York 
party and make reservations through Mr. 
Brown. 

From New York several options are avail- 
able for those not desiring to join the 
party. The New York Central railroad has 
service at frequent intervals, taking five 
hours for the trip, but a change of trains 
will in most cases have to be made in the 
Albany depot. 


The Day Line boat to Albany leaves 
about 8:30 a.m. (Sunday excepted), which 
would not get delegates to Saratoga until 
about 8 p.m. (Rates by day boat will 
probably be about $4.00.) 
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New England Party 

A special party will be planned from 
Boston, leaving South Station July 1 at 
10 a.m. (Framingham, 10:38; Worcester, 
11:15; Springfield, 12:40 noon; Pittsfield, 
2:30) arriving at Albany at 3:48 p.m. and 
at Saratoga at 6:05 p.m. in time for the 
opening session that evening. 

Parlor car seats, Boston to Albany, $1.10, 
including tax; and if enough apply, the 
parlor car can probably run through to 
Saratoga. 

Register for the trip with Mr. F. W. 
Faxon, 83 Francis Street, Back Bay, Bos- 
ton, stating whether or not parlor car seat 
is desired. Fare, Boston to Saratoga, one 
way, including tax, $5.49. 


Chicago Party 


If a special train is not permitted us this 
year, we hope at least to run as a sep- 
arate section, provided enough applications 
are received to warrant it. If not, Pull- 
mans for our exclusive use will be available 
on a regular train. 


Mr. John F. Phelan, of the Chicago Public 
Library, will be in charge of the Chicago 
party, and reservations should be made 
through him. 

The journey from Chicago to Saratoga 
will take about twenty-two hours, and full 
details of the party movement will be an- 
nounced later. Although there is no pros- 
pect of any summer excursion rate better 
than twice the one-way fare, we shall an- 
nounce later possible circle tours on the 
return journey. 


POST-CONFERENCE OMITTED 


It is not deemed wise this year to sched- 
ule any post-conference trip, but the Travel 
committee would call attention to the 
proximity to Saratoga of Lake George, 
Lake Champlain, Plattsburgh, Ticonderoga, 
the Adirondack mountains and Lake Plac- 
id. From Albany it is but a short trip to 
the heart of the Catskill mountains, or to 
the beautiful Berkshire hills of Massachu- 
setts.

LIBRARY WAR SERVICE 


The energy of the Association is cen- 
tered on the Library War Service. Hun- 
dreds of librarians, from coast to ceast, are 
engaged in some part of the large task of 
furnishing reading material to the sol- 
diers and sailors of the United States. The 
work is being conducted under the gen- 
eral direction of Dr. Herbert Putnam, li- 
brarian of Congress, and headquarters are 
at the Library of Congress, where a staff 
of about twenty-five are devoting their en- 
tire time to the service. 

War Library Bulletin, vol. 1, no. 4 
(January, 1918) which was distributed to 
about 6,000 libraries, sets forth the status 
of the work, which is summarized on the 
cover page as follows: 


1.—A fund of more than a million and a 
half dollars has been raised for the pur- 
chase of books, the erection of buildings 
and the administration of the service. 


2.—More than half a million books have 
been donated by the public, sorted and la- 
beled by the librarians and shipped to 
camps, forts, training stations and naval 
vessels. 


3.—A hundred thousand books, mostly 
non-fiction, have been purchased for the 
camp libraries. 


4.—Thirty-three library buildings have 
been erected, or are nearing completion, 
from the $320,000 given by the Carnegie 
Corporation for this purpose; and a thirty- 
fourth at Great Lakes Naval Training Sta- 
tion made possible by. an anonymous gift 
of $10,000. 


5.—Seventy-nine men, mostly trained and 
experienced librarians, have been placed in 
camps as librarians and assistants. In ad- 
dition, there are many more employed in a 
subsidiary capacity. 


6.—Hundreds of other librarians, both 
men and women, are giving some time ev- 
ery day to this work. 
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7.—Three or four hundred branch libra- 
ries have been established in Y. M. C. A. 
and Knights of Columbus buildings, the 
Y. W. C. A. hostess houses and the base 
hospital reading rooms. 


8.—Many deposit stations have been 
opened in company barracks and mess halls. 


9.—Hundreds of small military and na- 
val camps, posts and vessels have been sup- 
plied with books through chaplains, Y. M. 
C. A. secretaries, and other agencies. 


10.—Tons of magazines have been sorted 
and distributed to soldiers. 


11—Automobile trucks have been pur- 
chased for the service in all the main 
camps and daily deliveries of newspapers, 
magazines and books are made to branches 
and deposit stations. 


12.—A dispatch office has been opened at 
one of the ports of “embarkation, from 
which books are being shipped to France, 
and supplied to men for use while on board 
the transports. 


13.—Thousands of special requests for 
books—mostly technical—have been filled 
by purchase and inter-library loan. 


14.—An organization has now been per- 
fected at headquarters to insure prompt 


and adequate attention to needs as they 
arise. 


15.—All of these things have been done 
with the minimum possible expenditures 
for administration, and the minimum pos- 
sible formality in the actual service of the 
books. 


Since this statement was printed the 
number of men in the camps has increased 
to nearly one hundred; several women 
have also been permitted by camp com- 
manders to work in the camp libraries; a 
dispatch office has been opened at another 
port of embarkation (Newport News, in ad- 
dition to Hoboken); the number of pur- 
chased books has trebled; many new points 
of service have been established; and a na- 

“tional campaign is now in progress for the 
collection of two million gift books. 

It is unnecessary here to rehearse the 
work of the Library War Service in detail 
as the facts are furnished in the War Li- 
brary Builetin, which is distributed to over 
6,000 libraries of the United States and 
Canada. Any library not receiving copies 
may obtain them by writing the A. L. A. 
War Service, Library of Congress, Wash- 
ington. 


MID-WINTER MEETINGS OMITTED 


The usual mid-winter library meetings, 
which have been held for the past ten 
years in Chicago, were omitted this year on 
account of the war. The Executive Board 
met at Washington on January 2, and the 
minutes of that meeting are printed in 
this number of the Bulletin. The Publish- 
ing Board, with two members present and 


the other two voting by proxy, also met on 
the same day in Washington, but limited 
the business transacted to the reception of 
the Treasurer’s report and the adoption of 
the budget for the year 1918. The Coun- 
cil will hold business sessions at the Sara- 
toga Springs Conference.

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Your Committee is prepared to approve 
appropriations, in accordance with this 
budget, of the sum of $11,780.00 to the 
general expenses of the Association, and to 
the use of the Publishing Board, the sum 
of $4,500.00 and the total amount received 
from the sale of publications, except the 
$2,800.00 agreed upon by the Publishing 
Board as its appropriation towards the 
support of the Executive Office, the total 
for the Publishing Board being estimated 
at $12,600.00. 

At the request of the chairman, Dr. C. W. 
Andrews has audited the accounts of 
the treasurer and of the secretary as as- 
sistant treasurer. His audit finds these 
accounts correct and properly vouched for 
so far as can be determined before the re- 
ceipt of the report of the trustees of the 
Endowment Fund. His final report, to- 
gether with a report on the audit of the 
accounts of the trustees, which will be 
made by Mr. Craver, will be given in the 
formal report of this committee to the As- 
sociation at its annual meeting. 


Since the Proceedings and Handbook for 
1917 have not been issued, the Finance 
committee recommends that the unexpend- 
ed balance of the appropriation for the 
Bulletin be held to meet the expenses of 
publication of Proceedings and Handbook. 
A similar treatment of other items prop- 
erly chargeable to 1917 might also be 
made.

Appropriation to Publishing Board

support of the Executive Office of the As- 
sociation. 


Appropriation to Library War Work 

On motion of Mr. Ranck it was voted 
that the sum of $1,000 be appropriated 
from the uninvested funds of the Associa- 
tion now in the custody of the treasurer, 
to the Library War Service of the Amer- 
ican Library Association, and that the 
treasurer be requested and authorized to 
transfer the above amount to the Amer- 
ican Security and Trust Company, of 
Washington, treasurer of the A. L. A. War 
Library Fund.

Conference of 1918 
The place and date for the Conference 
for 1918 being under consideration, it was 
voted that the Fortieth Annual Confer- 
ence of the Association be held at Sara- 
toga Springs, New York, July 1 to 6, 1918. 


Resignation of Dr. Putnam from Executive 
Board 


Dr. Herbert Putnam, having tendered 
his resignation as a member of the Execu- 
tive Board in a letter addressed to the 
President of the Association, because of 
his taking over (in October, 1917) the 
general conduct of the Library War Serv- 
ice of the Association, it was voted that 
the resignation of Herbert Putnam, as a 
member of the Executive Board, be ac- 
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cepted, but with the sincere and extreme 
regret of all his colleagues of the Board. 


Election of Dr. Hill to Executive Board 


On motion it was unanimously voted 
that Dr. Frank P. Hill be elected a mem- 
ber of the Executive Board to complete 
the unexpired term of Dr. Herbert Put- 
nam, resigned (term expiring 1920). 


Election of Dr. Cariton to Publishing 
Board 


On motion it was voted that Dr. W. N.C. 
Carlton be elected a member of the 
A. L. A. Publishing Board to complete the 
unexpired term of the late Henry E. Leg- 
ler (term expiring 1920). 

[Nore: Dr. Carlton subsequently declined 
this election.] 


Audits by Finance Committee 


On motion of Mr. Dudgeon, representa- 
tive of the Publishing Board, it was voted 
that the Finance committee be requested 
hereafter to audit annually the accounts 
of the A. L. A. Publishing Board; and also 
such funds as are collected or disbursed 
in the name of the American Library As- 
sociation. 

It was also voted that the Secretary pre- 
pare or have prepared a proposed amend- 
ment to the Constitution setting forth the 
general auditing powers and functions of 
the Finance committee. 

In response to a recommendation from 
the War Service committee that the Execu- 
tive Board arrange for an audit of the ac- 
counts of the War Finance committee as 
of December 29, 1917, (in accordance with 
a request from the Chairman of the War 
Finance committee), it was voted that the 
Finance committee be requested to ar- 
range for an audit of the accounts of the 
War Finance committee as of December 
29, 1917; this audit, either to be made by 
the members of the A. L. A. Finance com- 
mittee or by such arrangement as this 
committee deems advisable to employ. 
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Memorials for Deceased Members 


It was voted that Mrs. H. L. Elmendorf 
and Mr. Everett R. Perry be appointed 
chairmen of committees, with power to 
associate with them such as they may de- 
sire, to prepare suitable minutes for pres- 
entation at the next Conference as memo- 
rials to the late Henry E. Legler, and the 
late James L. Gillis, respectively. 


Treasurer’s Bond 


The treasurer of the Association, having 
inquired by letter of the chairman of the 
Finance committee, whether in view of 
increased financial responsibility his bond 
(now $4,000) should be increased, it was 
voted that decision as to the amount of the 
bond of the treasurer of the Association 
be referred to the Finance committee with 
power. 





It was taken as the’sense of the Board 
that the necessary expenses incurred in 
handling the financial accounts transferred 
to the treasurer of the Association by the 
War Finance committee should be paid 
from the war funds rather than from the 
regular funds of the Association. 

A report (printed elsewhere in this Bul- 
letin) was received and accepted from the 
committee on Importations. 

At a meeting of the War Service com- 
mittee of the American Library Associa- 
tion, held in New York on December 29, 
1917, the investment of surplus funds now 
on deposit with the American Security and 
Trust Company, of Washington, being un- 
der consideration, it was by that commit- 
tee voted that, subject to the approval of 
the Executive Board, the sum of $500,000 
from the funds deposited with the Amer- 
ican Security and Trust Company, be in- 
vested in 4 per cent U. S. Treasury Cer- 
tificates, at par with interest, according 
to the recommendation of the Library War 


Council. 


The Executive Board by unanimous vote 
approved the above vote of the War Serv- 
ice committee. 

At the meeting of the War Service com- 
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mittee above referred to, the inability of 
the committee to meet incurred expenses 
except through the fiscal routine provided 
for on October 4 and 18, 1917, was consid- 
ered and the following vote was passed: 
That the American Security and Trust 
Company as treasurer, is authorized and 
requested, from the A. L. A. War Service 
moneys in its hands, to transfer to the 
credit of the War Service committee, 
George B. Utley, executive secretary, the 
sum of $2,000, to be used to meet general 
expenses of the committee not justly 
chargeable to the fund voted to the credit 
of the War Service Fund, Herbert Putnam, 
general director; bills covering such ex- 
penses to be approved by the chairman of 
the committee, and checks to be drawn 
and signed by George B. Utley, executive 
secretary. 

The Executive Board by unanimous vote 
ratified the above vote of the War Service 
committee. 

No further business coming before the 
Board, it adjourned at 4:30 p.m. 





The members of the Board were the 
guests at luncheon of Dr. Putnam, who, 
after the luncheon, at the invitation of the 
president of the Association, gave an in- 
formal general survey of the progress and 
present status of the Library War Serv- 
ice, of which he is the general director. 
Dr. Putnam, at the request of the presi- 
dent, also sat with the Board during a 
portion of the afternoon session. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON IMPORTA- 
TIONS 
(Presented to the Executive Board, 
Jan. 2, 1918.) 

In its report at the Louisville Confer- 
ence, the committee on Importations an- 
nounced the termination of the British per- 
mit arrangement and the release of books 
and periodicals of enemy origin held at 
Rotterdam for American institutions. To 
secure similar action for post parcels de- 
tained in London was indicated to be the 
committee’s next concern. 


The desired action has been taken by 
the Foreign Office, as appears from a Note 
dated September 24, 1917, addressed to 
Ambassador Page by Mr. Balfour, stating 
that “instructions have now been issued to 
the competent authorities that all books 
of enemy origin now detained in this coun- 
try, whatever their nature, which have not 
yet been formally seized and confiscated, 
shall be forwarded to the United States 
of America provided they are destined for 
universities or public institutions.” 

The committee then indicated that it 
had to mark time till the pending Trading- 
with-theenemy Act was disposed of by 
Congress. This Act became law October 
6, and a Presidential order six days later 
prescribed the method of its enforcement. 
A War Trade Board was set up, and, for 
commerce, direct or indirect, with the en- 
emy or his allies, a license from this 
Board was declared necessary. 

The committee’s action thereafter is 
made clear in the following circular which 
they sent to twenty-four leading import- 
ers, with authorization and request that 
they communicate its text to their client 
institutions: 

The British Foreign Office has given in- 
structions to release all publications of 
enemy origin in detention, so far as they 
are addressed to universities or public in- 
stitutions of the United States, and has an- 
nounced the termination of the permit 
arrangement. Accordingly, parcels held 
in London may be expected at any time, 
but shipments stored at Rotterdam, while 
now on shipboard there, must await the 
conclusion of the embargo negotiations 
with Holland. A solution is declared im- 
minent. 

As to material accumulated in Germany, 
the committee can have nothing as yet to 
say, except that they have no reason to 
suppose that it is not safe and may not 
remain so. 

We now turn to the future. Our opera- 
tions hereafter fall under the control of 
the Trading-with-the-eenemy Act. Com- 
merce with Germany or its allies is un- 
lawful except under Government license. 

To save the time of all concerned and 
to avoid confusion this committee applied 
to the War Trade Board for a blanket li- 
cense in behalf of the American Library 
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Association. This has been granted in the 
following terms: 


“Universities, colleges and public insti- 
tutions of approved character, or their 
duly accredited agents, to import, subject 
to Government censorship and control, 
and obedient to a procedure to be ap- 
proved by the Department of State, such 
publications, especially those of serial 
character, issued in Germany or in coun- 
tries allied with Germany, as may with 
reasonable assurance be considered likely 
to assist important work of research in 
science and scholarship without in any 
way involving the safety of the United 
States or hindering the successful prosecu- 
tion of the war—the American Library As- 
sociation pledging its assistance in keeping 
the lists within the strictest limits of pro- 
priety.” 


Responsibility is thus shifted to the De- 
partment of State. It is found sympathetic 
and ready to render a reasonable service. 
But the responsibility is first upon us. 
Our first concern is to win the war, and 
we have no right to divert the Govern- 
ment’s energy into unprofitable channels. 
Let our requests be well within the defini- 
tion and even postponed if no serious in- 
convenience is entailed. This means the 
excision, for example, of the popular, the 
theological and the historico-political, be- 
cause the first is unworthy of the time, 
and the others the favorite avenue of the 
propagandist. The perils of transporta- 
tion and the possible detentions of the 
censor are not to be forgotten. 


First, then, subscriptions to the period- 
icals of 1918. The Department asks this 
committee to assemble for it immediately 
the lists of desired orders. Will you, there- 
fore, make up for each of the American 
agents whom you desire to patronize a 
strictly alphabetical list of the periodicals 
required, numbering the titles consecutive- 
ly in the left margin, and mail a copy 
(naming the agent who is to fill it) to the 
secretary of this committee, within twen- 
ty-four hours, if possible, after the receipt 
of this circular. The list sent to the agent 
constitutes an order made _ conditional 
upon its approval by the Department of 
State and the agent’s subsequent demon- 
stration of ability to obtain the goods from 
Germany. Only then may: payment right- 
ly be made. 


With the lists established, a procedure 
will be worked out with the agents where- 
by their orders will get the safe-conduct 


of the diplomatic pouch, and the material 
be distributed by them after inspection. 

Bear in mind that neither the Depart- 
ment of State nor the committee assumes 
any financial responsibility in the transac- 
tion. Your dealings and correspondence 
are to be with your agents. We merely 
safeguard and assist. 


Two cautions: (1) We are concerned 
now with periodical subscriptions only— 
not exchanges, not monographic series, 
not books, Of them, anon. (2) Immediate 
dispatch of your lists to the secretary of 
the committee and to your agents is all 
important.

With the lists now in, the importers’ 
composite orders of approved titles are 
about to be sent abroad by the Department 
of State and appropriate instructions is- 
sued to American consular agents. If Ger- 
many allows the material to come out— 
and that is problematical—it will reach 
the United States under Government con- 
trol, and be censored before being turned 
over to the agents for dispatch to institu- 
tions. 

With periodical subscriptions out of the 
way, the committee may then turn its at- 
tention to books, monographiec series and 
exchanges, about which libraries will in 
due course receive advice. 


Thus the American Library Association 
has received a marked vote of confidence 
both from the War Trade Board and the 
Department of State, which have adopted 
its program without change, acting at 
once and inviting its aid to carry the 
scheme through.

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FEDERAL AND STATE RELATIONS 
Report of Committee 


[On account of the omission of two 
numbers of the Bulletin, the following re- 
port of the Committee, submitted in 1917, 
is now first published.] 

The committee on State and federal re- 
lations, of the American Library Associa- 
tion, has had before it three matters which 
are still pending, and upon which it de- 
sires to report progress and request the 
coéperation of all librarians. These mat- 
ters came up in the course of the Special 
Session of Congress, and prompt and vig- 
orous action on our part may result in 
the passage of suitable measures by Con- 
gress at the December Session. 

The committee protested in May against 
a proposed postage rate upon periodicals, 
based upon the distance that the copies 
were transported from the place of publi- 
cation, believing that such an enactment 
will discourage the circulation of maga- 
zines having an appeal to the whole na- 
tion, will promote sectionalism, and will 
be an additional and unnecessary tax to 
libraries, especially those in the south and 
west and consequently far from the places 
of publication of most periodicals. We 
were successful, in combination with other 
individuals and organizations, in having 
the provision struck out of the bill, but 
in conference it war @ ipped in again and 
is now a part of the law. 

While there is a _ special committee, 
headed by Dr. M. L. Raney, of the Johns 
Hopkins University Library, having as its 
field the importation of books and period- 
icals from enemy countries, the commit- 
tee on Federal and state relations, desiring 
to codperate with that special committee, 
came into communication with the com- 
mittee on Commerce, of the United States 
Senate, in reference to the Trading-with- 
the-enemy Act. That bill, as reported to 
the Senate upon August 15, providing for 
licenses to be issued for importation, 
seemed to your committee a very satis- 
factory measure. However, in confer- 
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ence, a clause was slipped into the bill 
which was evidently an attempt to in- 
crease the power of censorship, and which 
seems to make it dangerous for any im- 
porter to mail any foreign periodicals, 
whether in a foreign language or in Eng- 
lish. It is desirable that the law be modi- 
fied, so as to secure without a shadow of 
a doubt to American libraries, privileges 
equal to those enjoyed by English libraries. 


An Act of Congress recently passed, 
prohibits transmission through the mails 
of newspapers and magazines containing 
liquor advertisements. This law has as 
its professed purpose the prevention of 
orders for liquor sent to business con- 
cerns in adjoining states, by persons liv- 
ing in so-called dry territory. The law as 
passed, however, is so broad in its terms 
that the Post Office Department has held 
in some places that it excludes foreign 
magazines from the mails, and in that way 
prevents the receipt by libraries of cer- 
tain American periodical publications. Ob- 
viously, advertisements printed in Euro- 
pean magazines will not have much re- 
sponse from the United States, and the 
admission of foreign magazines to the 
mails will have no appreciable result in 
the way of an importation of intoxicating 
beverages. It is most important that pub- 
lic libraries be able to procure through the 
mails, at the earliest possible time, news- 
papers and magazines published in Eu- 
rope, almost all of which contain adver- 
tisements of alcholic liquors. At this 
time, when codperation with and under- 
standing of our Allies is of paramount im- 
portance, it is a most regrettable mistake 
to cut off from the public reading rooms 
of our libraries representative magazines 
of England, France and other countries, 
by the side of whose armies our troops 
will shortly be battling in the endeavor to 
secure the victory of righteousness and to 
restore honor to the world. To hinder the 
people of the United States from having 
access to such magazines, deprives us of 
the best medium through which our under- 
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standing of and sympathy with our Allies 
can be secured. Without such understand- 
ing and sympathy, our alliance cannot se- 
cure the permanent good which the sacri- 
fice of the lives and money of the Amer- 
icans should accomplish. Your commit- 
tee does not believe that the placing of 
American magazines in libraries, even 
though these magazines contain advertise- 


ments of liquor, will increase materially 


the amount of such liquor which is drunk, 
while it enables the people to have that 
wide information which such an educa- 
tional institution as a library ought to give 
to the citizens of the area for whose intel- 
lectual advancement it is responsible. If 
the complete privilege of receiving such 
magazines be not given to the libraries, 
surely at the least the law should be 
amended so as to limit its effect to period- 
icals printed in the United States. With 
such limitations the purpose of the statute 
will be fulfilled, and the public library will 
not be impeded in its duty of educating the 
people. 


It has come to our aitention that pub- 
lishers are discontinuing the presentation 
of complimentary copies of magazines to 
libraries, stating that the postal law no 
longer allows any such presentation. Your 
committee thereupon entered into corre- 
spondence with the Post Office Depart- 
ment, and is in receipt of a letter under 
date of December 6, from the Third Assist- 
ant Postmaster General, stating, “that there 
is no specific authority of law for any free 
circulation of a second class publication 
except as sample copies within the limits 
prescribed in paragraphs four and five, 
section 436 of the Postal Laws and Regu- 
lations. It has, however, never been 
deemed necessary to,question the distribu- 
tion or the mailing at publishers’ second 
class rates of postage of a few compli- 
mentary copies, provided the _ interest 
prompting a given publisher’s action is a 
friendly rather than a business one.”

FUNCTIONS OF A PROFESSIONAL 
ASSOCIATION 


Mr. S. H. Ranck, librarian of Grand 
Rapids, writes, in a letter addressed to the 
Secretary of the A. L. A.: 

“T should like to call your attention to 
the address recently given by Mr. Sidney 
Webb, the well-known writer, before the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, in 
which he discusses the organization and 
function of brain workers’ associations, 
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with particular reference to the architects. 
Much of what he says there would apply to 
an organization such as the American Li- 
brary Association, as you will see from the 
following paragraph: 

Your professional association began at 
the same time as some others; and it be- 
gan, like many others, not as a profes- 
sional association in the ordinary sense, 
but as what may be called, technically a 
“subject association.’’ The business of the 
Institute when it started was not to look 
after architects; it was to promote archi- 
tecture, and therefore it included not only 
architects, but other people interested in 
architecture. And the reason why your 
Institute was so largely composed of am- 
ateurs at the beginning of its work was 
that it was a subject association, not a 
professional association. Its interest was 
in architecture, and amateurs who were 
interested in it not only had as much right 
in the association as the professionals, but 
they contributed quite a special element 
—an advantageous element, which in be- 
coming a mere professional association 
you may have lost. 

“Mr. Webb makes a number of construct- 


ive suggestions with reference to the work 


of a brain workers’ association, the most 
important of which perhaps, so far as the 
Library profession is concerned, is the fol- 
lowing: 


First of all, a very large part of the pub- 
lic function of a professional association 
seems to me to be one which it has not, 
to any great extent, yet exercised; and 
that is it ought to claim the right and duty 
of criticism of everything that is done by 
the Government, or, for that matter, of any 
public authority, in the lines of its own 
profession. It ought not merely to make 
that criticism in an irresponsible way, but 
it ought to regard it as its duty to inform 
the Government of the day of the profes- 
sional opinion upon every kind of act 
which is done by the Government, or left 
undone, on which the profession has a 
distinct opinion. 


“I wish every librarian of the country 
who is intérested in the work of the Amer- 
ican Library Association and of the vari- 
ous state associations might read this most 
suggestive article. It is reprinted in the 
January number of the Journal of the 
American Institute of Architects.”

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GIFTS AND BEQUESTS TO AMERICAN LIBRARIES, 1917 


The following list of gifts and bequests 
to American libraries includes gifts of 
money, buildings, sites, books, and migcel- 
laneous and undescribed items as report- 
ed for the year 1917. 


The gifts from the Carnegie Corporation 
aggregate $1,055,934, including $320,000 
voted for the erection of library buildings 
at each of the thirty-two camps and can- 
tonments to be provided in the United 
States for the training of the National 
Army and the National Guard. 


From other sources the gifts of money 
(or of property whose value has been def- 
initely estimated in money) amount to $3,- 
876,559, exclusive of the subscriptions for 
the War Library Service, the total of 
which approximated $1,400,000 at the close 
of 1917. . 

The largest single gift of the year was 
in the amount of $1,000,000, bequeathed by 
Col. Oliver Hazard Payne to the New York 
Public library, without terms of restric- 
tion as to its use. The Boston Public li- 
brary received the largest legacy in its 
history—a residuary interest in an estate 
of $1,000,000, bequeathed under certain 
conditions by Josiah H. Benton, for many 
years president of the board of trustees 
of that library. Other important gifts 
were that of $600,000, left to the New York 
Society library by the will of Mrs. Sarah 
C. Goodhue; and property valued at $300,- 
000, given to Oneonta, N. Y., by H. E. 
Huntington. 

During the year the John Crerar library, 
of Chicago, received from the Chicago 
Academy of Sciences its collection of 
books and pamphlets, numbering about 
30,000 items. An interesting anonymous 
gift to Harvard University was a collec- 
tion of 4,000 seventeenth century English 
political tracts.
